Young auto enthusiasts are 
iroving how well late-model 
>asscnger cars really perform.

In weeknd drag races near 
^olton, Long Beach, Pomona, 
iiverside and San Fernando, 
utiulruds of drivers in their 
teens and twenties are compel- 
ng with ordinary sedans and 
oupes.

Once an illegal activity thai 
ook place al traffic lights 

when Ihe police wern'l looking, 
rag racing today is an organ- 
red sporl conducted with the 
nil cooperation of law enforce- 
ii'iit authorities. Support is 
Iso provided frequently by 
ocal civic groups, such as Ki- 
vanis, Lions and Rotary Clubs.

ON THE'outskirts and off 
the public streets of Ihe cities 
mentioned, there' are special 
drag racing facilities, includ­ 
ing straighl-iiway asphalt strips, 
precision timing devices and 
grandstands for spectators. 
Competing cars are raced two 
at a time from standing starts 
lo the highest speeds they tan 
reach in a quarter-mile.

Surprisingly enough, it is 
the lower-jii'ict'd, full-sized cars 
that arc (he top performers. 
With their highest powered en­ 
gines and manual transmis­ 
sion, they often hit as high as 
100 mph in tha quarter-mile.

Even with automatic gearing 
they can reach 95 mph. The 
more expensive makes rarely 
do better than 90 mph.

Despite such hard accelera­ 
tion to high speeds, late-model 
cars seldom suffer abuse at the 
drags. Parents of young com­ 
petitors iionielimes worry 
aboul the damage the cars may 
.suffer but, to win against sim­ 
ilar makes and models, proper 
care and fine tuning are neces­ 
sities.

THE MOST serious problem 
is overheating. The constant 
engin revving of an afternoon's 
competition does causa the ra­ 
diator water to boil. Even this, 
however, is alcviatcd by a now, 
all-weather coolant called Dow- 
gard which, among other fea­ 
tures, gives protection against 
overheatjng of automotive coo­ 
ing systems up to 240'F for 
one full year.

The National Hot Hod Assoc­ 
iation, the largest sanctioning 
body, maintains that drag rac­ 
ing is a safe sporl for both 
drivers and cars. Such coupe- 
tit Ion not only givfs young en­ 
thusiasts a proper outlet for 
their speeding desires, they 
say, b.il it also encourages at­ 
tention for efficient perform- 
anct.
